Last week the Ontario 
ment announced that license 
would in future be based on 
number of cylinders of a car 
not on the S. A. E, horse power 
rating. At the same time fees are 
increased, the increases ranging 
from $2 to $20. Under the new rul- 
ing license fees will be $7 for four- 
cylinder cars, $12 for sixes, $20 for 
eights, $30 for twelves, and $40 for 
sixteens, Under the former system 
all cars with rated horse power un- 
der 25 h. p. paid a $5 fee; between 
25 and 35 h. p., $10, and over 35 h. 
p., $20. 

The car makers complain that the 
new tax system discriminates in 
favor of the smaller cars, and also 
that it will work a hardship on 
dealers handling low-priced sixes | 
and eights, the tendency being for | 
purchasers to buy a car of a smaller | 
number of cylinders because of the | 
substantially higher fees.

NEW YORK PLANTS 
SHOWING GAINS 
IN EMPLOYMENT 


Jamestown, N. Y., Dec. 4—General 
industry throughout southwestern 
New York entered the final month 
of the current year with schedules of 
production and employment con- 
siderably better than a year ago. 
Most representative manufacturers 
are operating on a near-normal 
basis, with marked improvement in 
working hours and number of em- 
ployees. 

The metal working plants, es- 
pecially those engaged in the pro- 
duction of interior metal trim and 
material for the automotive in- 
dustry, are working on near-normal 
basis. Continued activity in com- 
mercial construction work through- 
out the winter, along with the be- 
ginning of quantity production of 
new models by the automobile man- 
ufacturers, is expected to result in 
maintenance of steady operations 
on the part of a majority of these 
manufacturers. 

Preparations are in progress for 
an exceptionally large volume ot 
business during the coming months 
at the plant of the Jamestown 
Metal Equipment Company in Al- 
len Street Extension.

The plant of the Two-Way Shock 
Absorber Company, in Harrison 
Street, Jamestown, which recently 
completed installation of $50,000 
worth of new machinery and 
equipment in a one-story brick 
and steel addition, continues in 
operation on satisfactory schedules.

ON UNREGULATED 
TRUCKING LOOMS 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 4.—War- 
fare between trucking interests and 
the state public service commission 
loomed with the denying of twenty- 
one petitions for a new system of 
truck routes and the announcement 
that a general investigation to de- 
termine “whether the state high- 
ways are for the use of the public 
or the operations of unregulated 
truck operators.” 

H. K. Cuthbertson, a member of 
the commission, stated that the in- 
quiry would be made at once into 
conditions under which, according 
to testimony before the commission, 
97 per cent of the trucking opera- 
tions over the Indiana highways 
have been without authority of the 
public service commission and more 
or less of a “wildcat” nature, com- 
peting with established transporta- 
tion systems. 

The Warehouse Distributing Cor- 
poration, the Central Union Truck 
Terminal and Tom Snyder, state 
trucking leader and organizer of the 
truck transportation system which 
failed to gain certificates from the 
commission, will be summoned to 
explain why operations of some 
eighteen truek lines without certifi- 
cates have been continued and en- 
couraged by the terminal and ware- 
house organizations whose trucks 
carry on commerce between practi- 
cally every city in the state, Mr. 
Cuthbertson said. 

The commission said that the 
state attorney general would be 
asked to make rulings on proposed 
court action against persistent vio- 
lators of the state trucking laws.

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Jobber Discusses Successful 


J. Harry Hearnen of Tren-| 


ton, N. J., Builds Up Big 
Business Through Fol- 
lowing Certain Rules; 
Believes in Future of 
Jobbing Industry 


ALES methods and other prob- 
lems of automotive wholesaling 
are discussed by J. Harry Hearnen 
of Trenton, N. J., head of the 


jobbing house bearing his name. 


Mr. Hearnen has built a big business 
in his _ section 
through following 
certain rules and 
his views are apt 
at this time. 

Mr. Hearnen be- 
lieves in the 
future of the 
jobbing industry 
providing the job- 
bers perform 
essential functions 
economically. 

Discussing t h e 
question of whether or not the 
wholesaler is an economical factor 
in distribution, Mr. Hearnen says: 

“During 1930 and 1931 the answer 
would certainly be yes if from only 
one standpoint, and that is, credit. 
The wholesaler has been the buffer, 
and how well we wholesalers know 


it. Hand to mouth buying could be 
handled in no other way than by 
wholesalers. 

“Retailers have had to be sold as 
only consumers were in past years; 
and who but wholasalers could have 
done that? 

“The common complaint today 
against the retailer is not only lack 
of assortment, but no stock of often- 
called-for merchandise. By the 
wholesaler selling him more lines he 
is making his community a place 
less complained about by would-be 
purchasers, unable to get what they 
want. 

“One of two troubles exists al- 
ways for not only the wholesaler, 
but for the manufactuitcr and re- 
tailer: Pressure of goods to find 
enough outlets; outlets to find 
enough goods. 

“When advancing prices come you 
will again see the change from the 
first to the latter. 

“In the automotive business there 
are just two methods regarding 
stock carried. 

“1. Only skeleton stocks of fast- 
moving items carried, depending on 
mail or phone to fill order, or mes- 
senger service at additional cost to 
buyer. 

“2. Large line with complete range 
of sizes. My house carries 26,000 
different items, ranging from a tail 
light to a fender; a bearing for a 
motor or wheel to any electrical 
part for any car or truck. 

“From the Department of Com- 
merce booklets I have had the pleas- 
ure of delving into, it appears that 
the trend is toward carrying or 
stocking only fast turnover items. 

“However, when an automotive 
part is wanted, I am going to en-

deavor to have it, even if the turn- | 


over is a little slower than always 
profitable. I realize that I have 


been going to extremes, so there will | 


be some change in the recommended 
direction. 

“Regarding sales methods, 
is a great difference of opinion in 
whether a customer should be ex- 
clusive in his community on a cer- 
tain line or not. Each case must be 
considered and then dealt with as 
conditions demand. 

“Regarding a sales method of 
making a delivered sale while the 
salesman is on the spot. 

“Yes, we do it with both automo- 
tive parts and radios. Of course, we 
can’t take the warehouse along, but 
we do know that the service ren- 
dered is helpful to our customers, 
and appreciated. 

“An evil aggravated by present 
conditions is sharp shooting among 
jobber competitors. This can best 
be eliminated through establishment 
by manufacturers of resale net 
prices per each unit, according to 
quantities, instead of varying dis- 
counts. This is rapidly taking place 
in the automotive parts line. 

“Competition may reduce the cost 


there | 
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'of production, but so far in our 
}economic history it has rarely, if 
ever, reduced the cost of distribu- 
| tion. 

| “The cost of wholesaling cannot 
| be eliminated; but it is up to the 
wholesaler to prove, by deeds, that 
because of experience and his ex- 
|isting facilities and his sincere 
| striving for efficiency he can per- 


{form the wholesaling functions at | 


|a lower cost. 
| “On this thought of cost of sales 
methods let me say that I believe 
that both manufacturers and whole- 
salers have suffered by two prac- 
tices revived from the old days. 

“1. Prizes or cash premiums to 
; salesmen on any one article or line. 

“2. Factory special representative 
traveling with long line wholesalers 
salesmen endeavoring to push his 
line on what should be a regular 
day or week’s route. There are ex- 
ceptions to this, particularly where 
a pinch-hit inside spare man can 
be sent out with the factory repre- 
sentative. I have seen this work out 
well. 

“Many group buyers will realize 
that paper profits do not always 
come true. Many manufacturers 


More and more will learn that les- 
son and give up their expensive 
sales forces. Many manufacturers 
are learning that they tried to be- 
come national distributors too soon; 
that they made the wholesalers 
who served them faithfully the vic- 
tims of a mania for nation-wide 
business and big splashes of national 
advertising. 

“These economic lessons are pain- 
ful for all, and many are slow to 
learn. The manufacturer and the 
retailer, and the public, must be 
educated to the economics of whole- 
saling. But the education must be 
more than words, otherwise the 
wholesaler is simply building him- 
self a pavement of good intentions, 
and you know to where that leads. 

“Look your system Over and cor- 
rect its faults, and remember the 
following: 

“1. No method of distribution, 
wholesaling, for instance, is doomed 
as long as it performs its functions 
economically. 

“2. It is possible for wholesalers 
to perform essential functions eco- 
nomically, 

“3. These functions cannot be 
eliminated entirely under any of the 
new and highly advertised systems 
of distribution, and, therefore, these 
systems, if they are really under- 
stood, will not prove to be better 
than a system including the whole- 
saler. 

“4, An efficient wholesalers, using 
sound methods, and giving legiti- 
mate service, has a surer place in 
our economic system than any in- 
efficient distributor of another kind, 
no matter what short cut system he 
may use. 

“Plan your work, then work your 
plan. Is your plan good over a 
period of time? It is better to wear 
out than rust out.”

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How We Dread It 


ITHIN a few days Congress will assemble in Washing- 

ton to begin its regular session, and how the country 
dreads it. There are certain obvious steps which Congress 
could take to ease depression and even to stimulate revival 
of business. If there is anything certain in an uncertain 
world it is that nothing of the sort will be done. Indeed, if 
we escape without any active moves to complicate still fur- 
ther an already difficult situation, we shall be fortunate. 

Which reminds us that in the December issue of the 
New Houghton Line, the interesting house organ of E. F. 
Houghton & Company, there is an article very much to this 
point by B. F. P. This writer is commenting on Lincoln 
Steffins’ recent autobiography and addresses him thus: “You 
accomplished much. For one thing you brought about chaos 
in the world of transportation and in the world of oil. What 
is more, you cultivated in illiterate politicians a habit of 
stupid hatred of every industrial enterprise that could be 
proved guilty of success. This odd dementia is one from 
which a good many of ovr statesmen will never be able to 
recover. Many insurgent leaders in the new Congress will 
appear much like the Chinese whose administrative and 
social codes Roosevelt always derided. Seeking the way to 
better things they will not look forward. They will retire 
spiritually into the past to pray for guidance at the tombs 
of their political ancestors.” . 

The political ancestors of the present generation of 
politicians in Congress fabricated a steel corset for business, 
known generally as the anti-trust laws. These laws make 
co-operation within industries almost impossible under pain 
of imprisonment. They insist upon competition at the 
expense of efficiency and profits. Congress could easily relax 
the anti-trust laws to permit co-operation under supervision, 
but it will not do so. 

Unless memory errs, Senator Smoot has announced that 
there will be no alleviation of the anti-trust laws at this 
session. 

No, the anti-trust laws will probably stand as they have 
stood since the 90’s of the last century and business will 
have to struggle along as best it may toward prosperity. 
But what we all dread is further attacks from Capitol Hill 
on anything that looks like industrial success. Especially

must the automotive industry be on its guard against fur- 
ther tax inflictions and other methods of throttling its march 
toward prosperity. 


The Production Decrease 


OME people may see disaster in the November motor 
vehicle production record, which at this writing appears 
to have been around 60,000 units. As a matter of fact this 
drop to a low for modern automotive history was a natural 
phenomenon under present conditions. The most important 
factor contributing to the decrease has been the agreement 
among most of the manufacturers to hold announcements of 
new models until the end of the year. This inevitably pro- 
duced a low spot in November. 

In the past it has usually been the case that production 
reached its low spot in December. This year, unless we are 
very much mistaken, December will show an increase over 
November. Chevrolet will announce its new model on Decem- 
ber 5, and there are many other big producers who will 
unveil their 1932 offerings during December or at the New 
York show early in January. This means that production 
will swing up during December to take care of dealer stock- 
ing and early demand. 

There is every indication that the opening months of 
1932 will show a better demand for motor vehicles. In all 
probability the sales records of the first three or four months 
will exceed those of last year for the same period. The auto- 
motive industry as a whole believes this and is preparing 
eccordingly.

the dozen or more standard solu- 
tions on the market. Not only does 
it gauge the freezing point, but it 
incorporates a thermometer and an 
automatic conversion chart so that 
the reading obtained will be abso- 
lutely accurate, regardless of the 
temperature of the solution. 

Even cigar lighters of the elec- 
trically operated variety have been 
improved. One of them “enjoys a 
good smoke” and automatically 
takes the first few puffs so that 
the cigar or cigarette is delivered 
lighted and ready. Another, de- 
Signed to clamp on the steering 
column, goes to the extreme of com- 
bining a clock, memo pad, pencil 
and holder for a standard pack- 
age of twenty cigarettes, so that 
the driver need not unbutton a 
couple of coats to ascertain the time 
or to locate a smoke. 

There are several types of new 
heaters, but perhaps the most in- 
genious is a portable hot water de- 
vice that need not be attached to 
the car in any way. It is electri- 
cally operated and consists of a 
miniature hot water radiator 
through which a draft of air is 
directed by a small electric motor, 
making the whole thing truly por- 
table. 

Somewhat like the radiator con- 
denser previously mentioned is a 
crankcase ventilator and oil econo- 
mizer that attaches to the breather 
pipe of the engine. Its function is to 
provide ventilation, and at the same 
time prevent the loss of oil by being 
thrown out the breather and over 
the outside of the engine. It also 
traps the circulating oil long enough 
to vaporize out of it any gasoline 
that may have seeped in due to con- 
densation or excessive use of the 
choke. In this way it prevents oil 
dilution and lengthens the life of 
the oil. 

Show visitors will see a number 
of frost shields to be attached in- 
Side the windshield. These are for 
the prevention of fogged glass when 
all windows are closed. They are 








electrically heated, drawing their 
energy from the car battery. and 
fit so tightly to the glass that a 
dead air pocket is formed, making 
fogging from the inside impossible. 
The heat prevents formation of ice 
on the outside. Another similar de- 
vice consists of what looks like a 
miniature headlamp, only it is not 
a lamp at all, but a generator of 
red rays, almost invisible, that 
melt ice and snow very quickly and 
right through the glass. 

With laws in force or imminent 
in a number of states, reflex lights 
assume new importance and appear 
in several] new styles. 

Another lighting improvement 
designed to increase road saftey is 
a@ new lamp bulb in which there is 
incorporated a tiny metal] shield. 
This controls and directs the light 
beams in such a way that approach- 
ing drivers cannot possibly 
blinded even though lamps are not 
dimmed, It is done without reduc- 
ing the road light obtained. 

Metal tire covers appear in a new 
style that is distinguished by a 
built-in lock which not only makes 
the cover theft-proof. but simpli- 
fies application and removal and 
allows enough adjustment so that 
tread wear or under inflation can 
be compensated for. 

Combining genuine utility and 
real beauty, the famous‘ radiator 
cap thermometer that a few years 
ago appeared on almost every car on 
the roads is back with us. 

For more mechanically iinclined 
motorists there is news in the fact 
that special sets of lubricating guns 
have appeared. Engineers say that 
each part of a car has its special 
oiling requirements and that one 
lubricant cannot be used indis- 
criminately for all. The new guns 
make several kinds of lubricant in- 
stantly available for their special 
uses. 

In addition to accessories, there 
will be displayed at both shows 
cars, trucks, taxicabs and shop 
equipment.
